The Farm ers’ Marketing- Associa­ 
tion of America has for its purposes 
the application of m achinery in order 
to produce economically. 
The As­ 
sociation believes in and purposes to 
practice diversification w herever prac­ 
tical to the extent of a sound produc­ 
tive business program. 
Up to this 
point we are but following the teach­ 
ings of the past and present. 
But 
aside from tnis we propose t*> push 
the sale of cotton into every new 
use possible and to urge its use 
where practicable, as a preference 
over foreign grown m aterial. 
We 
contend that farming by the very 
nature of civilization has been made 
a definite part of the business sys­ 
tem of the nation. 
In fact, the most 
definite part of the whole system. 
It is no longer possible or desirable 
to practice home m anufacturing ex­ 
cept the simplest form s of food con­ 
servation, while on the other hand 
the complexity of life has multiplied 
the farm er’s w ants and needs. 
The 
needs he must buy from a system ­ 
atized business world and he must 
obtain the purchase money from the 
sale of his surplus produce. 
So we 
are contending th at this produce must 
sell upon the same basis as it is 
produced, viz; a business basis. 
The 
present condition of our producers 
was inevitable and is incurable un­ 
less they can be relieved of the bur­ 
den of definite expense and indefin­ 
ite and wholly uncontrolled income. 
We do not believe in w hat is com­ 
monly term ed “ price-fixing” , when 
the term is m eant to make price 
demands 
irrespective 
of 
economic 
conditions. 
But we do believe it is 
tim e to take a business inventory of 
farm 
conditions 
and 
quit 
merely 
gu ssing. 
Our guesses do not hit 
often enough. 
We do believe th at 
when farm ers have done their best 
and have produced the world’s in 
evitable needs, th at price determ ina­ 
tion for this surplus is as necessary 
for the producers as it is for anyone 
else and we believe also it is not 
only a privilege but the# duty of thv- 
business public to put its resources 
behind the effo rt to secure prices 
that are justly profitable. 
We are not contem plating an a r­ 
bitrary standard of prices but favor 
an intelligent understanding of the 
business of farm ing and utilizing 
every legitim ate business means to 
m aintain a fair standard. 
Although Prof. Todd of Oxford, 
England, said it was within the lids 
of the economic 
prim er that 
the 
South could get a profitable price 
for cotton if she would but get her­ 
self in a position to demand the 
price, we are hoping to ultim ately 
reach this goal by the means of both 
business 
production 
and 
busine?5? 
m arketing.

and winter. 
Thry »r«> held in check 
by a l i t t l e 1 bee p arasite. which how­ 
ever, 
req u ires a period o f tw o or 
th ree weeks to m u ltip ly to surh n u m ­ 
bers as to be e ff e c t iv e . 
They also 
do not m u ltip ly at tem peratures be­ 
low sixty degrees, while the green 
bug may m ultiply a t tem peratures 
as low even as freezing. 
It will thus 
be seen th at the w orst dam age oc­ 
curs to grain a fte r a season and in 
sections where the volunteer oats 
have grown the preceding summer, 
and in a spring th at is usually cold 
following an unusually mild w inter. 
Relief this season lies largely ir 
the hope th at we may have 
im­ 
m ediately a long period of continued 
w arm w eather. 
This is hardly to be 
expected and we fear th a t the worst 
infested fields may be lost. 
Fields 
of w heat so fa r as we have observed, 
however, are not as yet seriously in­ 
fested and we believe th at w arm 
w eather may be expected to be the 
salvation of these. 
Farm ers should heed w hat is said 
regarding the part that volunteer 
grain plays in the damage from this 
insect the succeeding season, and 
should yearly give their attention to 
the destruction of this as fa r as pos­ 
sible, and the avoidance of planting 
grain on or near this land if they 
have not been able to destroy the 
volunteer plants. 
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VALUE OF FARM MANURE.

Green bugs have appeared in great 
num bers and 
are 
doing extensive 
damage in the counties of Dallas. 
T arrant, Denton, and others of that 
locality. 
No very effective means of con-

trol can be suggested for these ir-

5ects that will be practical over a 
large area. 
Under some circumstances, rolling 
a badly infested field w ith a w eight­ 
ed roller, frequent use of brush drag, 
or heavy pasturing with stock have 
given some relief, although the so- 
cess of such a method will depend 
largely upon the condition of ti e 
field itself. 
A statem ent of conditions favor­ 
able or unfavorable to the insect’s 
increase, constitutes about the only 
useful purpose of this article.

It is one thing to say th at farm 
m anure has a value, but quite an­ 
other thing to say what th at value 
is or to what it is due. 
The positive 
or intricate value of farm m anure 
lies in the am ount of valuable plant 
foods which it contains. 
It also pos­ 
sesses ar im portant indirect value 
as a soil stim ulent, due to its power 
as it ferm ents and decays in contact 
with the soils to liberate from the 
soil plant food th at would not other­ 
wise 
become 
available 
so quickly. 
There is still another value in farm 
m anure, due to the fact that it makes 
the soil more porous and spongy and 
thus increases the power of the soil 
to absorb and retain moisture and to 
resist 
surface 
washing. 
In 
other 
words this third value of farm manure 
is due to improvement in physical 
conditions. 
The value of the m anure for im ­ 
proving the physical nature of the 
soil is fully appreciated and frequent­ 
ly overestim ated by some, while its 
value for plant food which it supplies 
and which it liberates from the soil 
is some times almost ignored . 
M anure made from clover hay anil 
heavy grain rations has much greater 
value than that which is made from 
wheat straw . 
The great difference 
is due to the difference in plant 
food and in the rapidity of decay. 
On a grain farm here in the lake 
region, a field to which no manure 
and no plant food had been applied, 
the average yield of wheat has been 
only about fifteen bushels per acre 
for several years. 
Land treated with 
a heavy annual application of stable 
m anure bas produced thirty eight 
bushels of wheat per acre, while a n ­ 
other field treated with commercial 
plant food without organic m atter, 
yielded forty one bushels of wheat 
per acre. 
The latter received a little 
less plant food than was furnished in 
the m anure, thus giving ample proof 
of the value of plant food supplied, 
and showing that the physical ef­ 
fect cf the farm m anure was by no 
means so important. 
Nevertheless, 
the physical effect should not be 
overlooked. 
Under certain seasonal 
conditions thjs physical value may be 
very im portant. 
While the manure has some value 
for 
physical 
improvement 
and 
a 
larger value for its power to liberate 
plant food from the soil, it should be 
clearly 
understood that the great 
value of farm m anure is due to the 
plant food which it contains, and 
th at the greatest 
problem 
in 
the 
handling of farm m anure is to pre­ 
vent the loss of plant food. 
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No attem pt is made in this article 
to give a full discussion of any phase 
of the producer’s problem. 
It is. 
therefore, necessary to use general 
term s. 
In making statem ents w ith­ 
out giving proof we have endeavored 
to make such statem ents as are not 
liable to be seriously questioned. 
I take it that no posted person 
will dispute the existence of a persis­ 
tent, 
serious 
farm 
problem. 
Un­ 
satisfactory farm conditions are not 
a tem porary m atter, although it is 
more acute at certain times tim 
others. 
Statistics show that m easur­ 
ed by decades of time rural condi­ 
tions l ave been crowing worse. 
'I his 
is glaringly true if we consider tho 
question in the light of general a d ­ 
vancement. 
Not only is this nation 
facing a serious rural condition, but 
every civilized nation on em th is 
facing the same conditions. 
Not only 
this but every civilization since the 
dawn of w ritten history has had the 
same problem. 
History shows that 
the complexity of life leads to rural 
peasantry. 
As poor conditions are 
univeisal anti co-existent with ad­ 
vanced civilizations it cannot be mere 
chance or accident but the result cf 
some error in the development of 
national life. 
Briefly let me try to 
locate this universal error. 
The Beginning of civilizations are 
primitive and simple. 
Th» wants of 
the people must be supplied primarily 
by means of production. 
Production 
is personally necessary to existent*. 
So long ar, iifa > 
-;mple, wants few, 
the 
soil 
virgin, 
natural 
resources 
abundant and land steadily advanc­ 
ing in price, the producers do com­ 
paratively well and the calling is 
looked upon with pride. 
But v hoi 
industries, transportation, m anufac­ 
turing 
financing, 
distributing 
and 
the various complexities of life which 
we take as th 
attributes of civiliza­ 
tion spring up and natural resource. 
q and increm ent cease to be im portant. 
> producers always lose out in 
p. competition.

Because 
a I 
diversified industries proceed along 
definite business lines. 
They p r’c 
their services to the world either iv. 
salaries demanded, ae organized in­ 
dustrial work sr* have found a means 
of doing, or in the profits they ask 
upon 
the 
expenditure-: 
th tv muse 
ria!.a. 
The faim ers as consumers 
m ust m eet this business rule, out 
are on the other hand una. Ic to »p 
ply it to their own business or their 
ov.rn labor. 
If this be the cause o. 
the farm problem nothing short <i 
establishing this rule, will prove 
remedy 
There being no busine 
remedy for the insurfic ent natural 
born failure, In suggesting rems ’n s 
we mean only industrious penile v 
tt 
are trying to make ft success of far:: 
ing 
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We 
have 
applied 
labor 
saving 
machinery in our farm ing operations 
and greatly multiplied our produc­ 
tive power, but this has only made 
it possible to produce an abundance 
f >r our consuming millions and add­ 
ed to the sum total of our wealth, 
w ithout 
having 
enriched 
the 
pro­ 
ducers. 
We have preached diversification 
only to learn that every time its 
practice is taken up by a large num ­ 
ber of our producers it has resulted 
in ruinous loss. 
Now, I do not say that there are 
no economic benefits to multiplied 
production by means of labor saving 
machinery. 
Its application has done 
much towards the enrichm ent of this 
nation but the producers were unable 
to claim their share, consequently the 
wealth has accumulated elsewhere. 
Neither do I argue that diversifv ra­ 
tion. where soil and climate will per 
rn I, is not a sound business program 
for the farm ers up to the extent of 
home needs and a small surplus, but 
I do insist it is not a panacea for 
the farm er’s ills. 
In producing home 
n icess ties the farm er gets paid for 
his labor in proportion to what such 
necessities would cost if purchased 
in the market. 
Besides it will give 
more 
regular 
employment, 
and 
a 
small surplus produced on this basis 
is practically so much velvet. 
But 
there is a vast difference in produc­ 
ing necessities with spare time, upon 
a port base price basis, and in using 
m0m r portions of your time produc­ 
ing perishable wares to be sold for 
w hatever Hi" buyers choose to pay. 
Some people are advocating three 
brood sow? to every farm. 
For every 
farm to have one brood sow proper­ 
ly cared for would be disastrous, es- 
perially in a country where feed 
production is uncertain. 
Such an 
effort at hog production would soon 
find us in a ruinous competition to 
nth? r portion?’ cf our country where 
feed crops are almost certain and the 
yields much larger. 
lr. the production of surpluses of 
any m aterial consequence our safest 
ground is our non-perishable staple 
crops— especially cotton. 
The South hold: a strategic posi­ 
ts n o” th? production of cotton but 
th 
r 
ti m has never been utilized 
by her people. 
Nothing but the 
calalu : es of w ar have furnished an 
opp: rtvniiy for the cotton producers 
v n carn a respectable livelihood. 
' 
i ave resisted only when bank­ 
rupt*-. stared us squarely in the face. 
More than thiee hundred industries 
depend upon cotton. 
I he business 
‘ r ' of nations depend upon it. 
Cot­ 
ton ir- 
old in large unit values, is 
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easily kept and is non-perishable, yet, 
it impoverishes its producers which 
in turn reacts unfavorably upon the 
entire 
business 
progress 
of 
the 
South. 
Why is cotton a curse in­ 
stead of a blessing to the South? 
My conclusions are because we do 
not properly defend it, have not push­ 
ed its sale in either its established 
fields of usefulness or sought new 
fields, and because the method of 
pricing it produces as much profit 
to the price makers for depressing 
its values as for increasing them. In 
depression the farm ers lose directly 
and 
every 
legitim ate 
business in­ 
directly but on our exchanges a bear 
raid may be as profitable as a bull 
raid— either way it goes is of no 
m aterial consequence to the price 
making machinery. 
While large cions usually bring 
less money than small ones, over 
production is not the prim ary cause 
of low cotton prices. 
Low prices 
lie mostly in the bankrupt nature 
of the goods— it m ust be sold regard­ 
less of costs. 
Instances without num ­ 
ber could be furnished to prove this 
statem ent but I will furnish but one, 
because it is recent. 
Cotton of last 
year’s crop sold for about 2c per 
pound less upon the governm ent’s 
estim ate of 16,600,000 bales (using 
approxim ate figures) than it did a f­ 
ter the 
governm ent estim ated 
we 
had made 18,600,000 or 2,000.000 
bales more. 
Why? 
Because bank­ 
ruptcy 
was threatening everybody 
and bankers, m erchants and every­ 


body put up a resistance and took 
up some of the slack. 
The line of 
least resistance is as truly an econo­ 
mic law as it is a physical law. 
It seems never to have occured to 
us that a surplus can be determined 
at the end of the season, only. 
In 
a commodity like cotton there is no 
necessity for creating a surplus by 
anticipation. 
W ithin 
the 
last 
22 
years we have had three calam ities 
to the price of cotton which were 
ostensibly based upon the ground of 
over production. 
In December 1904 upon a govern­ 
m ent estim ate of a little over 12,000,- 
000 bales, cotton went down to about 
6c to 7c. 
We actually made about 
13,500,000 
bales, 
yet, before the 
next crop was ready to harvest, cot­ 
ton had sold up to near lie . 
Why? 
Because we reduced the crop nearly 
5,000,000 acres and the entire pub­ 
lic, as they did this year, resisted 
the market. 
In 1915 we reduced the 
acreage more than 5,000,000 acres, 
and in 1921 we again reduced more 
than 5,000,000 acres. 
Besides this 
we had two years within this period 
of time when we were threatened 
with a total cotton crop failure. 
In the face of this history where 
was the ground for .declaring last fall 
the amount of surplus we would have 
at the close of this cotton year? 
W hat is left to add to the coming 
crop, after the season is closed should 
fu rth er be classified in order to de­ 
term ine the character of the goods 
left over. 
No one knew last fall 
what 
would 
happen, 
consequently 
did not know but what every bale 
of spinable cotton would be needed 
and 
needed 
badly 
within 
twelve 
months, therefore farm ers and legiti­ 
mate interests of the South should 
not have been made the victims of 
any such game of anticipated sur­ 
plus. 
We are told almost daily that the 
nations are snarling at each others 
heels and th at we are disliked by 
almost every civilized nation of the 
earth. 
In time of war, as well as 
peace, cotton is indispensable to the 
nations and a surplus sufficient to 
run the world for a full half year 
should be considered a blessing in­ 
stead of a calamity. 
Now to our position: 
We do pot 
believe the masses can be relieved 
by bootstrap-legislation. 
A favored 
few can be enriched by law, at the 
expense of m any, but there being no 
money in the government tills except 
the people’s money they cannot take 
from , themselves, give it to them­ 
selves and thereby enrich themselves. 
There is some ground, however, for 
constructive agricultural legislation 
which we will not take time to dis­ 
cuss.
